THK ONLY possible explanation 


of tlio Arkansas Semi IP'S action 


yesterday in passing 31)400 to in- 
crease- the slate sales lax from 2 
per cent to 3 per cent is that an 
overmanned and underpaid legis- 
lature simply isn't ablo to resist 
pressure groups and Rive the com- 
mon people an honest shake. 


The gross sales tax, covering ab- 


solute necessities such as meat and 
bread and milk, l»ys a uniform 
burden on rich and poor lhnt is con- 
trary to our democratic belief that 
people should be taxed according 
to their ability to pay. 


Emergencies create exceptions 


lo any rule, of course. There was 
a genuine emergency after the 19HO- 
33 depression when the normal tax 
resources of the state were deplet- 
ed, property values being virtually 
non-existent and corporate and per- 
sonal income cut to the bone. At 
that time The Star advocated pass- 
age of the Hall 2 per cent sales 
tax, the present law — and we were 
justified. There was no alternative. 
The public schools were 
on the 


verge of total suspension.

1951. We have large tax revenues. 
The state-house school crowd have 
simply overspent their funds with 
the cynical intent of forcing the leg- 
islature lo cover the hot check.

Even so, it is this writer's opinion j 


that additional revenue is needed by 
the slate. But this doesn't consti- 
tute an emergency. It doesn't jusv 
tify increasing the direct tax upon 
meat and bread and milk. There 
arc alternatives that a clear-think- 
ing and fair-minded state would 
turn to long before even consider- 
ing a sales tax increase. 


If more money is needed from 


traditional sources this would be 
the time for property and income 
to carry part of the load. They 
were spared back in the 1930s when 
sales tax legislation plugged the 
hole in the state's leaking dyke.

But not even property and income i 


need to be disturbed. The same 
amount of money expected to be 
raised annually by u 1 per cent in- 
crease in the state sales tax<>-bc- 
twccn 10 and 12 million dollars— 
could be obtained painlessly if Ar- 
kansas were to do no more than 
has already been done by Alabama, 
North Carolina and Virginia, in the 
South, and the largest states of the 
North. That is: Seize the 
liquor 


business and set up a state-wide 
dispensary system with both profit 
and taxes reverting to the state 
treasury.

But by 
the same token wo have to ulilize 


• the tax sources which those states 
use whose other progressive ideas 
we admire and propose to follow.
